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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner maintains that the claims are still 
obvious over Ran in view of Shibata. Specifically, Applicant has amended the independent claims to include a limitation of a previously 
rejected dependent claim. However, the Examiner maintains that this limitation is taught by Ran. Ran suggests that the request includes a 
user identification code for uniquely identifying a user's wearable appliance to ensure proper data transmission. Ran specifically teaches 
user ID and password for all individual means for receiving information [col. 2: lines 30-40]. Since each user can have more than one 
receiving means (or wearable applicance), it is inherent or at least obvious in this system that the request would include the ID for the 
desired receiving device. 
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
